B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 1. This Act may be cited as the Prisons (Ireland) Amendment Short title.

2. From and after the passing of this Act the expenses incurred Amendment 
in respect of a prisoner for food, clothing , custody, safe-conduct, 
and removal from one place of confinement to another or otherwise, 40 & 41 Vict.
